This is the first office action for serial number 09/81 1,978, entitled Computer Server 
Mounting Apparatus, filed on March 19, 2001 . 

Election/Restriction 

Claims 1 1-16 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as 
being drawn to a nonelected Species, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. Election 
was made without traverse in Paper No. 7. 

Priority 

Applicant's claim for domestic priority under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(e) is acknowledged. 
However, the application was not filed within the 12 month period therefore the domestic priority 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(e) has not been granted. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because the drawing of the slide (10) in connection with 
brackets (22) showing the inner side of the bracket should be labeled as a separate figure from 
Figure 1 and a description should be included in the specification under brief description of 
drawings . A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be 
held in abeyance. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
(e) the invention was described in- 

(1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in 
section 351(a) shall have the effect under this subsection of a national application published under section 
122(b) only if the international application designating the United States was published under Article 21(2)(a) 
of such treaty in the English language; or 

(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that a patent shall not be deemed filed in the United States for the purposes of this 
subsection based on the filing of an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a). 
Claims 1- 5 and 7-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Castillo 

et al. (Castillo) 6,422,399. Castillo (see figures 1 A and 2A) discloses a rack (100), a slide with 

stationary portion (202; similar to 106) and telescoping portion (108), , a bracket (204), a latch 

(224), a biasing means (228) extending between the two pegs 228 having a longitudinal axis and 

being coiled around the pegs, mounting hooks (220 and 221), a chassis ( see column 3, lines 23ff). 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 

rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made.

Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Castillo 6,422,399 
in view of Fall et al. (Fall) 6,209,979. Castillo discloses all of the limitations of the claimed 
invention except for the one or more mounting protrusions, mounting slots, and a lock. Fall 
teaches that it is known to have a chassis (12) having protrusions (14), a slide having mounting 
slots (16) and a lock (66). It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art to 
have modified Castillo to have included the protrusions (14) on the chassis and mounting slots 
(16) and a lock (66) on the slide as taught by Fall for a more secure means of attaching the chassis 
to the telescoping slide. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 10 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art does not 
disclose a bracket mounted on an end of a slide defining a first guide portion, a second guide 
portion and a support portion extending into said first mounting aperture, a latch defining a first 
slot and a second slot, the first and second slots cooperating with said first and second guide 
members to allow linear movement of the latch between a first position extending into said second 
aperture and a second position not extending into said second position.
